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IMMIGRANTS 
BIN AND GONE 
AT BUS DEPOT 


Wheelie quick escape almost rubbished 


A GROUP of illegal immi¬ 
grants hid in a delivery of 
wheelie bins to Maidstone 
council to get into Britain. 

About 20 people from Iraq and Iran 
burst out of a lorry as it pulled into the 
Aniva bus depot in Maidstone town 
centre. 

Stunned witnesses saw the illegal 
immigrants punch a hole in the roof of 
the truck and then clamber down its 
back before running away. 

Staff at the bus depot called the 
police and tried to hold one of the men 
until officers arrived, but he struggled 
so violently they were forced to let him 
go. 

An Aniva spokesman said: “Staff at

our depot attempted to apprehend one 
individual who had come out of the 
roof of the lorry, but because he put up 
such a struggle they feared for his 
safety as well as their own and let him 
go. We are unsure if this person was 
subsequently stopped by the police.” 

The delivery was meant for the 
council office next door. 

When the lorry arrived there its 
back doors were open with the bins 
still inside but there was no sign of the 
human cargo. 

Staff at the bus depot called the 
police to report the incident on Friday, 
June 20, just after 8am. 


Police said patrols were sent to 
College Road in Maidstone, where 
four people were arrested after a 
search of the area at about 8.30am. 

A Mid Kent police spokeswoman 
said: “A 20-year-old man from Iran, 
wanted by Liverpool police, was trans¬ 
ferred to Liverpool City Magistrates 
Court. 

“A 20-year-old man from Iraq, a 16- 
year-old boy from Iran and a 30-year- 
old man from Iran were released into 
the custody of the Immigration 
Service.” 

Police are still hunting for the rest of 
the group. 

A Maidstone council spokesman 
confirmed that the consignment of

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Petition to show 
unpopularity of 
lorries in village

CAMPAIGNERS trying to 
stop heavy goods vehicles 
from using a small rural vil¬ 
lage as a rat-run will peti¬ 
tion Kent County Council. 

Villagers have tried to ban trucks 
weighing more than 17 tonnes from 
using two medieval bridges in 
Yalding for the last 11 years. 

They hope the petition, which 
already has 150 signatures, will 
prove support for the ban outweighs 
opposition from local businesses. 

Yalding parish councillor Vivienne 
Robinson said: “We have put a peti¬ 
tion in Yalding Post Office which we 
will be presenting to Kent County 
Council in September.” 

Campaign leaders will have a stall 
for their petition at monthly farmer’s 
markets on Yalding High Street. 

They also recently held a rally, Size 
Matters, on Sunday, June 15. 

Ms Robinson said: “The rally was 
fantastically successful and there 
was a huge amount of support. People 
from neighbouring parishes came out 
in full force too.” 

Yalding parish council believes 
large trucks going through the village 
are a major infringement on safety. 
In particular on the Twyford Bridge, 
which has no designated walk area, 
meaning large vehicles use the entire 
available space. 

A spokeswoman for RW Simpson 
LTD, a transportation company

based in Paddock Wood, said: “We 
have one customer in Yalding who 
requests us to go to his premises, 
which is where he stores his goods. 

“We act on what our customers 
want and a ban wouldn’t affect us. It 
would affect them.” 

A spokesman for Transmec Group, 
a delivery company, said: “It’s an 
issue for local authorities to deal 
with. If there is any ban we won’t be 
able to drive there, so if a restriction 
is introduced on the use of the roads 
through Yalding we won’t drive there. 

“As there is no restriction at the 
moment the roads are for everybody 
to use. Not just villagers.” 

Kent County Council sees the prob¬ 
lem as part of a wider issue. 

KCC spokesman Phil Scrivener 
said: “We are carrying out a wider 
review of speed limits across the 
county on rural roads. We will be con¬ 
sidering Yalding’s campaign as part 
of this.” 


Police arrest Irish terror suspect 


A MAN has been arrested in Maidstone 
by police officers investigating the mur¬ 
der of six men in a terrorist attack in 
Northern Ireland 14 years ago. 

The 45-year-old man, who has not 
been named, was seized on Saturday 
with the help of Kent police. 

He is now being questioned by detec¬ 
tives from the Police Service of 
Northern Ireland’s Serious Crime 
Branch in Antrim. 

The killings took place in OToole’s bar 
in Loughinisland, County Down, on 
June 18,1994, as drinkers were watch¬ 


ing a World Cup football match. 
Members of the Protestant terror gang 
the UVF entered the bar and opened 
fire, killing six people. 

Patsy OHare, 35, Adrian Rogan, 34, 
Dan McCreanor, 59, Eamon Byrne, 39, 
Barney Green, 87, and Malcolm 
Jenkinson, 54, lost their lives in the 
attack. 

A PSNI spokeswoman said: ‘Police 
have arrested a 45-year-old man in 
England. The man is currently assisting 
police with their inquiries at Antrim 
Serious Crime Suite.”

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Wimbledon's berry 
good for business

FOR more than 15 years a farm has 
been exclusively supplying the 
world famous strawberries served 
up at Wimbledon. 

Pickers at Hugh Lowe Farms at Mereworth 
are up early every day to ensure tennis fans get 
the very best punnets on the planet. 

A small army of pickers take to the fields 
before 5am to gather the harvest of around 
100,000 strawberries needed to keep the sup¬ 
plies running to FMC Caterers, the company 
that sells them at the All England Lawn Tennis 
Club in SW19. 

It takes just 45 minutes by road to reach 
south-west London from the fields near 
Maidstone. 

They are picked in the morning, sorted in the 
afternoon and then delivered in time for the fol¬ 
lowing day’s matches. 

Some 28,000kg of strawberries from the farm 
will be eaten during the Wimbledon fortnight, 
which reaches its climax this weekend. 

About 8,000 punnets are consumed every day, 
covered in a total of 7,000 litres of fresh cream. 

And the 450,000 expected fans don’t seem to 
be put off by the first price rise in five years of 
25p to £2.25 for 10 strawberries, especially as a 
centre court final ticket is £91. 

Farm boss Marion Regan said: ‘‘Wimbledon is 
an iconic British event and the English straw¬ 
berry season peaks at the same time, which 
means you could not get a better marriage of 
fruit and an occasion. 

“We have been here as a family farm since 
1893 so we know our strawberries by now. 

“Kent is wonderful for growing them - it has 
the right climate and soil that drains nicely. 
Strawberries don’t like getting their feet wet. 


“This is not called the Garden of England for 
nothing. 

“We are able to deliver them very quickly, 
which makes them very fresh and they are 
eaten within a day. 

“FMC want the very best strawberries every 
year so each year they say come and talk to us 
and see if we can do it for another year, which 


we are really happy to do. 

“The thing about the whole strawberry busi¬ 
ness is that you are only as good as the last load 
you sent.” 

Spectators at Wimbledon fortnight also get 
through 300,000 cups of tea and coffee, 190,000 
sandwiches, 150,000 glasses of Pimm’s and 
30,000 portions of fish and chips.

Linda Weeks, 55, from Maidstone, and 
husband Richard, had the baby at the 
weekend.

The couple had spent 14 years trying 
for a baby, including two attempts to con¬ 
ceive by IVF. 

In a last ditch attempt to have a baby, 
they spent £2,000 on 50 adverts on 
London buses, which said: “We’ll never 
be Mummy and Daddy unless a wonder¬ 
ful woman aged 36 or under can help us 
by donating some of her eggs. 

“You are our only chance of happiness.” 

The donor who came forward was Mrs 
Weeks’ last opportunity for fertility 
treatment, which cannot continue after a 
woman reaches 55. 

The donor has never met the Weeks. 

Billionaire wants 
to club together 

A BUSINESSMAN from the county 
town wants to invest £20 million into his 
favourite football club in a bid to breathe 
new life into it. 

Peter Cullum, 57, the richest man in 
Kent, has revealed he wants to invest in 
Norwich City Football Club with the 
hope of appointing new players. 

Mr Cullum, from Maidstone, who is 
one of the wealthiest men in Britain and 
said to be worth around £1.7 billion, 
approached celebrity cook Deha Smith 
and her husband Michael Wynn Jones, 
who are joint majority shareholders, 
with an informal offer in October 2007.

Natural excitement over rare beauty

A RARE and endangered insect has been seen in the 
county town - the first ever on record in such a built- 
up area. 

Borough councillor Tony Harwood noticed the 
white-legged damselfly by the River Len, in the shad¬ 
ow of the Wat Tyler Way flyover and Sainsbuiy’s 
supermarket car park, earlier this month. 

The discovery of the insect, which is officially listed 
in the UK Red Data Book for rare and endangered 
wildlife, was verified by the former curator of natural 
history at Maidstone Museum, Eric Philp. 

Cllr Harwood said: “The existence of such a rare 
creature living in the heart of Maidstone underlines 


the importance of preserving the natural character of 
our urban watercourses and is testimony to the pro¬ 
gressive and enlightened management by Maidstone 
council of the River Len nature reserve.” 

The insect has been sighted before in Kent but 
always in rural locations such as the River Beult and 
River Darent at Lullingstone Castle. 

The cabinet member for leisure and culture, Cllr 
Brian Moss, said: “The council has taken a great inter¬ 
est in this small but important nature reserve along¬ 
side the River Len. 

“I am pleased our efforts have been noted by the

RESIDENTS living in the county 
town this week shared their 
memories of the National Health 
Service to mark the 60th anniver¬ 
sary of the state-run system. 

Graham Neads, 71, Laurie Williams, 67, 
and Ann Quelch, 69, say knowing you 
can always have access to free healthcare 
provides peace of mind. 

The NHS was introduced in the summer of 
1948 by Clement Attlee’s Labour govern¬ 
ment in the aftermath of the World War Two. 

It was part of a “cradle to grave” welfare 
state intended to protect the whole of the 
country’s population. 

Prisoners 

Before the NHS, Mr Neads, from Yalding, 
told Yourmaidstone he used to go to work 
with his father, a prison officer at Brixton 
Prison in London, and would be seen by a 
doctor at the prison in a cell. 

He said: “When the NHS came about it was 
very strange going down the road to a 
strange surgery and doctor you had never 
seen before and didn’t know. 

“And there were no prisoners, which was 
even stranger.” 

Ms Williams, of Staplehurst, said her best 
experiences with the NHS were in the 1960s, 
because the amount of care she received. 

She said doctors and nurses did a fantastic

job when she had her three children. 

Ms Williams said: “They used to keep you in 
for ten days and teach you how to look after 
the baby and give you a chance to recover 
from giving birth. You were called back for 
check-ups and weren’t sent away until 
everything was okay with you and the baby. 

“Now they get you out within a day.” 

The NHS was created so each person 
would receive the same level of healthcare, 
although private schemes were allowed to 
continue and exist to this day. 

Mrs Quelch, from Yalding said the NHS has 
always been here when you need it and is a 
great service which we should all be proud of. 

She said: “My cousin came to Maidstone 
Hospital not too long ago after being diag¬ 
nosed with cancer. 

They were wonderful, they picked him up 
from his house in Sandwich, the hospital 
was very clean, staff were brilliant, it was a 
positive experience. 

“The standard of the service has gone up 
and up, it’s had its ups and downs but you get 
that with everything. And obviously the 
equipment and treatment has got better as 
technology has improved.” 

Her two daughters and three grandchil¬ 
dren were all bom at NHS hospitals.

What led you into the world of politics? 

I have always had strong views and fought 
for what I believed in: individual freedom 
combined with personal responsibilities, free 
enterprise and a non-interfering state. 

I have also always felt strongly about being 
compassionate towards other people and hold 
firm opinions on issues surrounding families, 
women, social justice and social mobility, prob¬ 
ably because of my work and background. 

My party political awakening came in 2004.

Ann will have left off in large part. Indeed I do 
already. 

I will also strive to maintain the integrity 
she has shown in her time as MP and stand up 
for what is right and just for the people of the 
whole constituency.

MORE than a thousand 
ex-servicemen from across 
Kent will converge on 
Chatham Historic Dock¬ 
yard on Saturday to mark 
the second annual Veter¬ 
ans’ Day 

The commemorative occasion has 
been chosen as the MoD Veterans 
Agency’s flagship event in the 
South East and gives former Armed 
Forces personnel and their guests 
the chance to recognise the service 
and sacrifices made by their lost 
comrades and colleagues. 

The day will also celebrate Kent 
TA100 - the 100th anniversary of 
the founding of the modern 
Territorial Army. 

Both occasions aim to remember 
the efforts of veterans young and 
old who served in conflicts dating 
from the Second World War through 
to Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Event organiser Bill Fowler said: 
‘Veterans’ Day at the Historic 
Dockyard will be an occasion for the 
entire community to come together 
in recognition of all our veterans - 
the older generation from the 
Second World War, the National 
Servicemen who sweated through 
the many bush wars, right through 
to the nations’ sons and daughters 
of today who are doing the job in so 
many locations around the world.” 

The emotive day will start with a 
morning service in the Royal 
Dockyard church, followed by a 
range of displays and activities

well. We may have our own views 
on the politics behind the reasons 
for our troops being deployed, but 
they still deserve our support.

THE light evenings and warm 
weather make this one of the 
busiest times of year for catching 
those driving under the influence of 
drink or drugs, say Kent police. 

More than 120 motorists have 
been arrested across the county 
since a police blitz started two 
weeks ago. 

A total of 753 drivers has been 
stopped and breath-tested by offi¬ 
cers from the roads policing unit. 

Acting Sergeant Mark Lamb, 
from the force’s senior collision 
investigation unit, said: “People fin¬ 
ish work while it’s still light and 
warm and it’s very tempting to stop 
off on the way home to socialise 
with friends and have a drink. 

“There’s nothing wrong with that, 
as long as the drink isn’t alcoholic if 
you’ve then got to drive home.” 

Motorists caught under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs or alcohol can face a 
driving ban, a fine of up to £5,000 
or even be jailed. 

Police said driving bans for one of 
more years can lead to an increase 
in insurance premiums, the risk of 
job loss, a criminal record and diffi¬ 
culty getting a visa when travelling 
to some countries. 

A police spokeswoman said: “The 
long and light evenings and warmer 
weather mean people sometimes 
drop their guard and take risks they 
might not normally take. They 
spend longer socialising with bar¬ 
becues, picnics and outside enter¬ 
taining, which all adds up to longer 
periods of drinking.” 

Two people are killed on Kent’s 
roads each week and statistics 
show that one in six of the deaths 
is because of driving under the 
influence. 

Since the launch of the campaign 
the division with highest number of 
arrests, with 37, has been mid 
Kent, which covers Maidstone and 
Swale. The second highest for drink 
and drug-driving offences was 
Medway, with 29.

Bluewater 
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'Failing' schools defended

A LEADING Kent politician has 
attacked the Schools Secretary 
over a recent “naming and sham¬ 
ing” of more than 30 schools said to 
be “failing” across the county. 

Ed Balls launched the National Challenge 
earlier this month which included a list of 638 
schools nationally where 30 per cent of pupils 
fail to get A* to C grades at GCSE, including 
maths and English. 

Schools face closure or could be turned into 
academies if they fail to improve by 2011. 

Cllr Chris Wells, Kent County Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for education, wrote a letter to 
Mr Balls criticising the “questionable focus” of 
the strategy last week. 

He told this newspaper he felt compelled to 
write because “someone had to tell him”. 

The list included 33 Kent schools, the most of 
all local authorities, which was put down to 
the county’s selective system because the top 
25 per cent of pupils go to grammar schools. 

“I wonder if you truly understand the dam¬ 
age you are doing to the morale of teachers, 
headteachers and even pupils,” he wrote. 

Cllr Wells told Mr Balls that the authority 
had been inundated with letters of support 


from parents for Kent schools on the list. 

“Stories that use emotive terms such as Tail¬ 
ing’, ‘closures’ and struggling’ do absolutely 
nothing to stimulate confidence among teach¬ 
ers, pupils and parents. 

“In fact, each group has spoken out en masse 
in response to the questionable focus of your 
National Challenge,” he said. 

He called on Mr Balls to “stop this divisive 
campaign in the press”, calling it a “political 
point-scoring exercise”. 

Cllr Wells defended the county, which he 
said had “an exemplary education system”. 

“I am also surprised you have not checked 
your facts,” he wrote. 

“The schools in Kent you so boldly 
announced as struggling at floor level are in 


actual fact thriving and constantly improv¬ 
ing.” He said two of the Kent schools listed had 
been described as outstanding in the latest 
Ofsted inspection and another 14 were classed 
as good. Cllr Wells said he expected all schools 
listed to have exceeded the 30 per cent target 
by 2011. 

He also criticised the Government’s acade¬ 
my programme. “The school I am most con¬ 
cerned about reaching this [target] is an acad¬ 
emy, which if I recall correctly is the 
Government’s flagship scheme for turning 
around failing schools. I am still waiting to see 
the results,” he wrote. 

A spokeswoman said the KCC was yet to 
hear back from Mr Balls or the Department 
for Children, Schools and Families. 


Unsung heroes really are the gardener's friend 


SO OFTEN when we talk about wildlife we 
focus on the beautiful and the most obvious. 

Many of us enjoy the visits of birds and 
more of us feed them in our gardens than at 
any other time in history. 

Organic gardeners in particular are grate¬ 
ful for the contribution birds make towards 
keeping gardens free of pests, but we should¬ 
n’t allow this to cause us to ignore two gen¬ 
erally unsung heroes. 

The slowworm (anguis fragilis), because of 
its snake-like appearance, enjoys something 
of a mixed welcome, but it is harmless and is 
actually a limbless lizard. Although common 
throughout the UK, it is very shy and rarely 
seen, but gardeners may be alerted to its

presence by discover¬ 
ing fragments of dead 
skin (grey to dark 
brown) scattered 
about. The slow- 
worm’s favourite food 
is that bane of gar¬ 
deners - the slug. We 
tend to take the common worm (lumbricus 
terrestris) for granted, but gardeners really 



should be more appreciative. The earth¬ 
worm feeds on soil-digesting bacteria and 
organic matter within it. It then excretes 
waste matter and in this way deposits min¬ 
erals in the soil. 

The continuous movement also has the 
effect of introducing and distributing 
humus, thus improving the soil structure. 

Earthworms live in tunnels, some of which 
are surprisingly deep at up to six inches.

Landscape 
feels wind 
of change 
on turbines 

WIND farms are an important part of the 
future of power generation and will help to 
reduce energy bills, according to Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown. 

Kent is in the forefront of the develop¬ 
ment of wind turbines with offshore wind 
farms in the Thames Estuary already oper¬ 
ating and large scale proposals put forward 
for an area near Marden. 

Romney Marsh is the site of a massive 
£50 million development and controversial 
plans are being mooted for a scheme at 
East Langdon, near Dover. 

The massive structures would dominate 
the landscape of much of the Weald and the 
Marsh wind farm - due to be in operation 
next year - would be the most visible fea¬ 
ture for miles in each direction. 

Last week Mr Brown won a narrow 
Commons vote which will speed up the 
planning process for wind turbines - which 
opponents say are inefficient, cause envi¬ 
ronmental damage and are an eyesore. 

Some plans have been held up by objec¬ 
tions from civil aviation authorities and the 
Ministry of Defence but these will now be 
settled outside the existing planning and 
appeal structure. 

Protesters say this could mean objections 
will not get a proper hearing. 

But in order to achieve a 15 per cent 
renewable energy target by 2020, the 
Government said 4,000 onshore turbines 
are required, along with 3,000 offshore. 

The Kent Weald Action Group has been 
angered by the plans for a turbine taller 
than St Paul’s Cathedral in the middle of 
the county. 

Chairman John Webley said: “The turbine 
is being built in an Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty - and one which does not 
receive all that much wind. 

“It will be visible from as far “It will be 
visible from as far afield as Sevenoaks on 
one side and Tenterden on the other.”

Academy head Guy Hewett said: “The 
transition represents a challenge and an 
opportunity for the young people of south 
Maidstone, with the challenge only being 
short term and the opportunity lasting 
decades.” 

The name of the company that has won 
the contract to build the academy is 
expected to be announced soon. When 
completed by 2010, the academy will 
offer an extended curriculum to its 960 
pupils. 

The Senacre Technology College site in 
Sutton Road has been sold for housing 
and money from the sale will go towards 
funding the new academy.

PUPILS from two schools joined 
forces with a charity to make a 
junk orchestra to highlight the 
enormous amount of rubbish we 
produce every day 

Youngsters from Grange Park School in 
West Mailing, a special school for children 
with autism, worked with Rochester 
Grammar School pupils and arts charity 
Create to form a home-made extravaganza of 
“junk rock”. 

The project saw the two groups of pupils 
share ideas, build their own instruments from 
rubbish and work towards a final performance 
at the Salvation Army building in Gillingham. 

All participants were encouraged to develop 
their creativity, teamwork and communication 
skills, while raising awareness of the huge 
amount of rubbish produced in our day-to-day 
lives. 

Create’s co-founder and executive director, 
Nicky Goulder, said: “Every Create project 
gives people the chance to unleash their cre¬ 
ativity, develop life skills, grow in confidence 
and, most importantly, gain a sense of self- 
worth. 

“In addition, this particular project brings 
together two groups of young people who know 
little about each other and wouldn’t normally 
get a chance to mix.” 

The pupils spent the first week with Create’s 
visual artist, thinking about the environment 
and constructing musical instruments from 
reclaimed materials such as metal bowls, tin 
cans and plastic bottles. During the second 


week pupils explored the sounds and rhythms 
of their instruments, before creating original 
music on their newly-formed junk orchestra. 

On the final day of the project, the group 
held a concert attended by parents, teachers 
and members of the community - including 
Mayor of Medway Cllr David Carr, and the 
Deputy Mayor of Tonbridge and Mailing, Cllr 
Sue Murray. 

Cllr Murray said she was delighted to attend 
the final performance and really enjoyed hear¬ 
ing what the pupils had come up with. 

She said: “It was clear they had an extreme¬ 


ly productive two weeks. It was wonderful to 
see how well they had worked together and I 
hope Create’s good work with Grange Park 
and Rochester Grammar continues.” 

Create works with communities and organi¬ 
sations to reduce the effects of climate change 
and promote a sustainable future. 

In the last 14 years it has developed training 
and support programmes for more than 200 
organisations, from village schools to multi¬ 
national corporations.

The borough 
councillor for Fant 
took the time to 
speak about his 
role in the 
community and 
what he likes 
about it. 

What is it like being a councillor and how did you get 
involved with it? 

Busy. You are here to represent the people who elected 
you, which means you are incredibly busy It is a full time 
job. There is always something going on and many 
services to be monitored and checked. 

At the last audit we were rated excellent so you have to 
work very hard to maintain this standard. 

I've always been involved in local issues and supported 
the Liberal Democrats. They approached me and asked 
me to represent them, which was a surprise. 

The second time I stood for election I got the majority of 
the votes. I've been here for two years now. 

What do you most enjoy about your work? 

The satisfaction you get from resolving other people's 
problems. It is good to be a part of changing things, 
developing new initiatives and seeing things come to 
fruition.

Advertising is not 
always a safe bet 

During the past few days I 
received notifications of planning 
applications from the borough 
council for all the advertising 
boards that have been appearing 
on our roundabouts in north-east 
Maidstone, seemingly without 
proper planning permission. 

I have been concerned for some 
time as to the appearance of 
these boards and to their 
purpose, other than pure 
advertising and to increase 
revenue for KCC. 

I assume they are not 
supporting improvements to the 
roundabout such as better 
landscaping or even public art. 

As a councillor I receive 
complaints about the standard of 
landscaping on some of the 
roundabouts and some good 
suggestions if money were 
available. 

I am therefore concerned they 
do not enhance the landscape 
and in fact detract from the 
important attractive affect the 
landscaping is supposed to 
achieve. Of perhaps greater 
importance, I feel they distract 
drivers and lower safety on the 
approach to the roundabouts. 

As you approach you have to 
consider cars to the side and 
behind you and those already 
using the roundabout, 
particularly at busy times when 
the space for entering the 
roundabout between vehicles can 
be small and time short. 

I have to ask both Maidstone 
council, which is considering the 
applications, and Kent County 
Council, which gave permission 
for the signs to be erected, if risk

WHEN you meet an actor 
who has been elevated to 
the ranks of Hollywood’s 
next big thing, like James 
McAvoy, you don’t expect 
his first words to be an 
apology. 

But this was what happened 
when we were introduced at 
London’s swish Dorchester Hotel. 

“When we were in the elevator, 
you let me go first and I felt terri¬ 
ble because usually, in a daft way, 
I let the lady go first.

MY first, and only, package holiday 
on a Greek island some years ago 
hardly lingers in the memory as a 
pleasant affair.

In basking sunshine, the 
locals put on a welcome at the airport. It was 
explained on the coach ride to the resort that the 
islanders believe a blessing on the first foreign 
arrivals of the year brings them luck. 

Our base for a week of watersports and land- 
based activities was Portomyrina Palace, a four- 
star hotel set on a hill above a quiet bay. 

That first lunch set a standard for the rest of 
the week: an impressive buffet including pork in 
a creamy sauce and an array of salads, breads, 
cheeses and cold meats, finished with a choice of 
Greek pastries and chocolate cake. 

The welcome meeting explained our options 
for the week ahead. Although some activities 
cost extra - scuba-diving, excursions, spa treat¬ 
ments and the offer of any official qualifications 
taken - virtually all are included in the price of 
the package, and taster sessions were on offer. 

The Children’s Club, keen to entertain two- to 
12-year-olds, is also included in the package. 

I was there for the action and my first day 
boasted a pretty exhausting mix: scuba-diving, 
waterskiing and tennis. My timetable also 
showed the evening as punch and dips on the 


lawn, followed by a quiz night. Could this hotel 
get any better? 

On four evenings of the week, the Portomyrina 
provides a buffet, while the other three are left 
free for those who want to do their own thing. 
During the week we also tested the local cuisine 
in the nearby capital of Myrina. Fortunately, 
restaurants - of which there were a vast array - 
catered both for families and romantic couples. 

Next day, I was ready for more excitement and 
strode up the beach for a waterskiing lesson. 
How hard could it be, simply getting pulled 
along by a boat? 

The boat set off at what seemed like a million 
miles per hour. Not so easy now. I stayed on for 


a good few minutes, but nature took its course 
and a wave put me down and pulled the skis 
from my feet. 

However, over the course of the week there 
was much more to try, including sailing, kayak¬ 
ing and catamaran rides, but by far the most 
rewarding for me was windsurfing. I also tried a 
scuba-diving taster in the swimming pool. 

By the final day, nearly all my aches had gone 
and I felt my fitness levels had quadrupled in 
just a week. 

In seven days, an unfit office worker had been 
transformed into a sport-obsessed Amazon - 
possibly never again to contemplate a ‘fly and 
flop’ package.

Repayment help 
may be at hand 

PEOPLE facing having their homes 
repossessed could be protected by a new 
mortgage rescue scheme run by housing 
associations, under plans being consid¬ 
ered by ministers. 

The downturn in the housing market 
has seen a number of unregulated firms 
offering to buy properties from people 
struggling to pay their mortgages, but 
usually for prices well below market 
value. They then rent back these homes 
to the sellers on a short-hold tenancy, 
while they wait for the market to pick up 
- offering little long-term security 

But the National Housing Federation 
now wants housing associations to 
increasingly step in and offer to buy 
homes at risk of repossession at a fair 
price, as part of a new nationwide mort¬ 
gage rescue service. 

The associations would then offer the 
seller the chance to buy back under a 
low-cost ownership arrangement when 
their financial situation improved, or to 
remain permanently in their homes as 
rent-paying tenants. 

The paper, Protecting Households, 
Delivering Homes, argues Government 
cash already committed to building new 
social homes should be used to help run 
fair mortgage rescue schemes. 

Demand for new 
homes on the up 

DEMAND for new homes continues to 
exceed supply in the South East despite 
the slowing market, says a new report 
from market experts Knight Frank. 

The area experienced the greatest 
overall price growth last year, averaging 
seven per cent capital growth in 2007; 
the UK average is five per cent. 

Liam Bailey, head of residential re¬ 
search at Knight Frank, said: “The South 
East’s housing market continues to out¬ 
perform the UK average because of the 
region’s economic strength: strong pro¬ 
ductivity, high rates of employment and 
the fact median earnings are on average 
ten per cent higher than the national 
average have contributed to an addition¬ 
al market driver - wealth. 

“Improvements to the region’s trans¬ 
port links, such as the high-speed rail 
link, are also likely to be an important 
driver of future growth. 

“Markets targeted by investment, 
regeneration, improved transport and 
employment opportunities will witness 
higher than average market activity.” 


Protect your little ones 
from harm in the home

• Electrical appliances: cover unused electric 
sockets. Make sure electrical items are tidied 
away when not in use so that small hands 
can’t pull them off high surfaces. 

• Window locks: as well as keeping people out, 
they keep little ones in. Make sure keys are 
kept out of sight to prevent temptation. 

• Running baths: always mn the cold tap first 
and add hot water to the right 
temperature. Tap protectors can also be 
bought, or fit a thermostatic mixing valve on 
your hot tap to prevent scalds. 

• Choking hazards: clear small items from 
counter tops and tables and keep items with 
small parts that could break off away from 
young children. Keep items such as sewing 
kits, stationery and coins in locked cupboards 
or out-of-reach cabinets. 

• Stairs: particularly with small children, fit 
safety gates to both the top and the bottom of 
the stairs and make sure steps are clear of 
debris to minimise potential trips and 
tumbles.

ROAD TEST 


VOLVO grew big on big, safe 
estates yet life is harder nowadays. 

The estate market has been eroded by peo¬ 
ple carrier/MPVs and 4x4s and the Germans 
have muscled in with the Mercedes-Benz E- 
Class Estate, BMW 5-Series Touring and Audi 
A6 Avant. 

Rising fuel and road tax costs have also weak¬ 
ened the Volvo wagon’s hold on sales, but the lat¬ 
est V70 - Volvo’s tenth generation big load-lug¬ 
ger - remains a tough piece of kit, especially in 
best-selling D5 turbodiesel form as tested here. 

The all-new third generation V70 (£24,995- 
38,280) is derived from the S80 executive 
saloon so it rides better than before and is 
more sure-footed. 

Despite Volvo’s efforts to reposition itself as 
a ‘driver’s brand’ though, the V70 is still not up 
with the Germans; there is a lightness about 
the steering and feedback, while some body 
roll counters that improved ride. 

On the other hand, if you buy a big capacity 
wagon like this then practicality, comfort and 
a degree of economy rather than performance 
are greater priorities. 

The car feels incredibly well built and while 


interior design is minimalist, the Ford-owned 
Swedish brand takes a pragmatic ‘don’t fix it if 
it ain’t broke’ approach to dashboard controls; 
you have the familiar Volvo figure outline for 
ventilation selection and a logical and premi¬ 
um stand-alone sound system - plus clear con¬ 
trols on the steering wheel. 

Everything else is easily to hand and you 
wonder why some car makers complicate in an 
attempt to simplify. 

The cabin is spacious and seating comfort 
excellent, despite the initial fir mn ess of high 
quality leather seats, standard on our higher 
spec SE Lux model (£30,745). 

Rear load space (815/1,600 litres) is easily 
extended by flopping the rear seats down; 
there are bigger capacities in this class, but an 
upright tailgate makes the V70 one of the 
most practical. 

The in-house 2.4-litre D5 five-cylinder tur¬ 
bodiesel engine has been a mainstay for sever¬ 
al years now, ably balancing power with econ¬ 
omy. It is refined, but powers the big estate to 
60mph in an impressive 8.4 seconds in manu¬ 
al form while still averaging well over 40mpg.

FIVE years ago Hadlow College 
was facing bankruptcy and ruin - 
and with it would have gone the

Faced with an educational disaster it was 
left a stark choice - modernise or go under. 

Sixty members of staff were made redun¬ 
dant, but new blood, the loyalty and dedication 
of the remaining employees and a business- 
based approach to learning led to the institu¬ 
tion being named Large Company of the Year 
at the Kent Business Awards this month. 

The financial mastermind behind the trans¬ 
formation was former City worker Mark 
Lumsdon-Taylor. 

The college’s finance director said: “In 2002 
the college had suffered up to 15 years of neg¬ 
lect, lack of investment and dilapidation. 

“There was still a spirit running through it -

something positive was still there when it 
came to learning but the organisation itself 
was a mess. 

“Mismanagement from the top had been rife 
and the administration was a mess. Losses for 
that year were half a million pounds.” 

A new group at the helm, including Mr 
Lumsdon-Taylor and Principal Paul Hannan, 
realised they had to make a stark choice. 

“Really it was transform or fold,” said the 
finance director. 

Grading from education chiefs revealed 
teaching standards to be all right - but most 
other factors were unsatisfactory. 

Mr Lumsdon-Taylor said: “We made 60 peo¬ 
ple redundant - but kept on 40 more. They 
became the backbone of our success and we 
could not have done it without them. 

“Replacing those let go were people with new 


ideas and tremendous enthusiasm - but 
underpinning everything was the fact we were 
now running the college as a business. 

“It was a business which transformed the 
lives of young people - and middle-aged and 
old people for that matter. 

“But it was still run on proper financial 
lines.” 

As the college grew its intake by 25 per cent 
per annum so standards continued to improve 
as well, according to inspectors. 

“That made us all really proud,” said Mr 
Lumsdon-Taylor. “We have shown that an edu¬ 
cational establishment can be run successful¬ 
ly as a business. 

“It is one which posted a £300,000 operating 
profit last year and one which - because of its 
rural based studies and emphasis on the land 
- is important to the fabric of this county and 
the traditions and livelihoods which make it so 
special.”

FORMER Maidstone 
United defender Chris 
Smalling is looking for¬ 
ward to the challenge of 
breaking into the first 
team at Premier League 
side Fulham. 

The 18-year-old completed the 
move from Maidstone United this 
week by signing a three-year deal 
at Craven Cottage. 

The central defender, a pupil at 
Chatham Grammar School, had 
previously signed for 
Middlesbrough in May, but made 
a dramatic U-tum and instead 
chose to join the London club. 

Smalling said: “I am really look¬ 
ing forward to the challenge at 
Fulham. It was a really hard deci¬ 
sion but I am glad I have made it. 

“I decided to sign for 
Middlesbrough while I was up 
there training, but it wasn’t until 
I came home and had a long dis¬ 
cussion that I realised just how 
big the move would be.” 

Former Charlton manager Les 


Reed, who is now Fulham’s tech¬ 
nical director, helped initiate the 
move for the teenager. Smalling 
was spotted while playing for 


England Schoolboys in a success¬ 
ful Centenary Shield campaign 
last season. He has already begun 
training at the club and was 


impressed by the facilities at the 
Premier League side. He said: 
“The facilities were one of the rea¬ 
sons why I chose to sign. They are 
excellent and I cannot wait to be 
using them week in week out.” 

Smalling, who only broke into 
the Maidstone United first team 
last year, has enjoyed a rapid rise 
after impressing for the Stones’ 
under-18s just two seasons ago. 

But he knows he will have to 
work hard to achieve his goal of 
playing in the Premier League. 

He said: “The ambition is to 
make it into the first team. I know 
I will have to start in the reserves 
and work my way up, but I am 
looking forward to the challenge. 

“I have just finished my exams 
and everything is going well. I 
cannot believe how far I have 
come in a short space of time. I 
mean, I was in the under-18s at 
Maidstone just two years ago and 
now I am at Fulham.” 

The defender has already 
received encouraging words from 
Fulham boss Roy Hodgson. 

Smalling said: “I have played a 
couple of reserve games and Mr 
Hodgson had a word with me 
after one match. It was encourag¬ 
ing to hear that he was 
impressed.”

Kapil Dev makes return 
to Tunbridge Wells to 
remember record knock 


ONE of the world’s all-time leg¬ 
endary all-rounders made a return 
to a Kent ground this week, 
25 years after scoring the fastest 
ever one-day century at the 1983 
World Cup. 

Indian Kapil Dev blasted an unbeaten 175 
from 138 balls in the semi-final win over 
Zimbabwe at the Nevill Ground in Tunbridge 
Wells. His century off 72 balls was the world 
record at the time and helped his team 
recover from 17-5 to go on and win the game 
and eventually the World Cup. 

The all-rounder, voted Indian cricketer of the 
century in 2002, remembers the ground fond¬ 
ly, mainly because it helped towards the high¬ 
light of his career. 

He said: “It is fantastic to be back at 
Tunbridge Wells and you can’t imagine that 
this was the ground that I got the record. 

“I do not have much memory of the ground as

we were in such a panic situation from the start. 

‘Winning that World Cup was my fondest 
memory because at the time it brought kids in 
India back into cricket. I think the problem in 
this country is that people turn to football 
rather than cricket. I think there should be 
more people like Ian Botham as they are 
heroes and they would encourage more young 
people into the sport.” 

Future 

The 49-year-old is now chairman of the exec¬ 
utive board of the Indian Cricket League (ICL) 
- a Twenty20 competition which hit the 
headlines because it offers cricketers a chance 
to earn money similar to footballers. 


Kapil is clearly a supporter of Twenty20 and 
believes it has breathed life back into the 
game. With billions of pounds being pumped 
into the sport in India and stadiums packed 
with supporters wanting to watch a three- 
hour, 20-over game, Kapil sees it as a revolu¬ 
tion that will change the image of the sport. 

“There is no sport in this world that can sur¬ 
vive without the spectator,” he said. 

“If the spectator loves it then it is a great 
game. The same was said when one-day crick¬ 
et and day/night cricket came out with older 
generations of players believing it would harm 
Test cricket. 

“Let’s look on the positive side, I hope 
Twenty20 gives something back to the one- 
day game because maybe in the future teams 
will score 400 runs in a 50 over game.” 

Kapil, who was the leading wicket taker in 
Test matches between 1994 and 1999, is a big 
fan of the modem game. 

Although his swashbuckling style would 
have been perfect for the shorter forms of the 
game, he is amazed by the ability of the cur-

rent crop of international cricketers. 

“The game has moved on quite a bit since I 
last played. There is quite a lot of innovation 
with these new shots being played. 

‘When I played, hitting over the cover area 
was the biggest thing, now we have the ‘switch 
hit’ shot and reverse sweeps and paddle 
sweeps. It seems every cricketer comes up 
with something new.” 

While he enjoys watching Sachin Tendulkar, 
Andrew Flintoff and Kevin Pietersen in 
action, there is still one player he regards as a 
tme great. 

“Viv Richards,” he said. “He was the greatest 
entertainer and had a way of playing in which 
he would take charge on the field. 

“In our own country, Sunil Gavaskar gave us 
all belief of how to play fast bowling when you 
don’t have any fast bowlers in the country. 

“I didn’t see Gary Sobers playing and I didn’t 
see Sir Don Bradman playing so I can’t com¬ 
ment on them, but Viv Richards from our time 
was just the best. A man of his talents would 
love any form of the game, including Twenty20.”
